The Bristol and Torresdale Trolley. 
The new Bristol & Torresdale Trolley is 


<<t approaching completion, and wliuu nu- 
hed will perhaps form the most important 
iburban trolley links entering the city, says 
e Philadelphia Record. The new steel 
ridge which crosses the Neshaminy Creek 
ear Croydon Station, on Ihe line of Ihe 
ennsylvauia Railroad, is completed, and 
ails for the new trolley road aie laid on it. 


All difference between the Pennsylvania 
.ailroad Company and Ihe new road us re- 
ards the right of the latter to lay rails on 
e turnpike at Croydon have been settled, 
nd tho rails at that point are now being 
id. 
The now power house and car barn, 


i the north side of Neshaminy Creek, near 
roydon and immediately at the end of the 
ow bridge on that side, are completed so 
r as Ihe buildings themselves are oon- 
irncd. 
Already the boilers have beon placed iu 
e pownr house and workmen are engaged 
lilting the engines on the foundations built 
r them, tin- tracks being already laid in 
ie car barn. 
The new road will -be put in operation 
eptember 10, when passengers will be 
arried fiom Bristol to Poquosaing Creek— 
ounty line—where the now line joins the 
olmesburg, Tacony & Frankford Road, a 
istance of six miles, for five cents.

no party. 
Quite a large representation was present 


nd most of the districts were represented 
y influential and substantial men. Letters 
ere also read from representative men who 
ould not be present, but who pledged Iheir 
upporl to sound money. The meeting was 
resided over by Frederick Constantino, 
ditor of the Mirror, with John O. James 
a secretary. 
The delegates and alternates elected to at- 


end the State Convention were Ex-Senator 
ymington Phillips, of Bristol; Ex-Sherifl 
. Johnson Beans, of Wurminsier, and Lewis 
<ellcr, of Bedniinsterville. Alternates were 
x-Sheriff Elios Hogeland, of Southampton ; 
homas Buckman, of Solebury, and Isiah C. 
arndt, of Perkasie. General W. H H. Davis, 
ditor of the Democrat, was elected Senator- 
al delegate and John 0. James, of Doyles- 


wn, alternate. Samuel B,. Kramer, one 
f the editors of the Perkasie News, was re- 
o in mended for national delegate from the 
eventh Congressional district and Dr. Frank 
wartzlander, of Doyleslown, as Presidential 
ector. 
The resolutions, which were unanimously 


dopted nnd applauded to the echo, declare 
mt the members present believe that the 
aim of a political organization upon its 
.embers for support consists in the princi- 
les which the party espouses and notmere- 
' in the name, and that accepting as trne 


declaration of William J. Bryan, the 


omiaee of the Chicago Convention, as con- 
ained in a letter written by him on Feb- 
uary 18, 1896, to George A. Garden, of 
alias, Texas, wherein he says: "I deny 
e right of a convention to depart from the 
rinciples as taught by the party in the past, 
id their attempt to bind those who shall

Being a biinetalifit, he felt that he could not 
continue to guide its destinies, with a ma 
jority of its directors in favor of Ihe gold 
standard. 


Mr. Clark's sucessor in the conducl of "The 


Manufacturer" has not been selected. 
In- 


deed, it is not certain that his resignation 
will be accepted, or that he will be per- 
mitted to retire from the chair he has filled 
through eight eucessive annual elections.

to County Chairmen. 


State Chairman Elkin has sent a letter

The assessor will 
sit during this time for the purpose of 
hen ring and acting upon applications to 
be made, or relating to names upon the 
anginal registry list or are sought to be 
plu red thereon or struck therefrom as 
provided in the act 
The list thus re- 


vised is to be returned to the county com- 
iai -.sloners on Sept. 8. The completion 
and correction of the registry list is one 
of foe most important preliminaries to 
the general election. With oo-operatlon 
on 1 he part of tho chairman and the voters, 
this Important detail will be given proper 
attention.

They are 
not to bo seduced by appeals to their cu- 
pidity or moved by threats of injury. 
They will lorever jealously guard and 
trim tho lamp of enlightenment, of pro- 
gress. They will over relentlessly press 
and crush under their heels th« flaming 
torch of Populist discontent, Populist 
agitation and Populist destruction. Waen 
this tldo of anarchy shall have receded— 
this tide of Populist agitation, this as 
eault upon common honesty and uporj 
indust y shall have been abated forever— 
the foundations of this republic will re- 
main undisturbed This government will 
shelter a people indissolubly wedded to 
liberty and order, jealously forbidding 
any distinction of burden or of privilege, 
conserving property, maintaining moral- 
ity, resting forever upon the broad basis 
of American patriotism nud American In- 
telligence.

money does not prove any prosperity 
There may be a very large volume of cir- 
culating medium and very great poverty. 
The is^ue of paper money simply is no 
more nn Increase of wealth than tho issue 
by an individual of his promissory note 
would show an increase of his property. 
As n matter of fact, na increase In the 
coinagn is no pioof of an increase in 
properly, but may boa strong proof of a 
decrease in wealth. Let us take, for in- 
stance, this watchcaho. That Is worth its 
bullion value plus the labor that has boon 
expended on it 
If now I melt that down 


Into a flO gold piece it is worth nothing 
but thu bullion value. 
Here there 


been an increase in tho quantity of money, 
but a decrease in the volume of tiationai 
wealth 
I could not buy a watchcas,o with 


the cohi which would be coined out of this 
unless I added something to it, and tha 
pretence that men caa be anriched by 
swelling the volume of the oviironcy is ch< 
wildest delusion that has affected man' 
kind since the very beginning of civiliza 
tlon. The volume of money plays but i 
small part even in tho ordinary traosiw 
tlons of life. 
It is not the yolums ol 


money, but the activity of money thai 
counts. 


Now in order to understand the sig- 


nificant of the remark that wages is tha 
only test of prosperity, we have but to 
eonsldt r for a moment just what is meant 


fcy the term wages. Wages Is that part of 
tho laborer's product which Is given to 
himself in compensation for his toll. If, 
for Instance, I be engaged in the manu- 
facture of chairs, and if I can make five 
chairs every day worth $20, and the rate 
of my wages in $4 a day, what I actually 
get Is one chair out of the five which I 
make 
Tho other four chairs, the other 


four-flfihsof my product, are devoted to 
the pay njnt of all the other labor that 
has been expended In preparing the ele- 
ments out of which the chair was made— 
to the man who felled the tree In tho for- 
est, the person who sawed It in the mill, 
the curi ier who transported it, the work- 
man who prepared Its component parts, 
and the profit on tho capital which set all 
this lab >r In motion. It Is plain, however, 
that I could not take one chair home with 
mo at night and attempt to settle my bills 
with it, for the moment I undertook to 
divide the chair among my creditors that 
momem It would ID-.O Its value; so, in- 
stead of taking the chair, which I cannot 
divide, t take its equivalent in money, 
which I can divide; but my wages are all 


U»- i fixed by the Quantity of my own 


pi-oilutts. I r, i nstoul ol Ihu cniurit, I worn 
ablo to make ten every day, and the rate 
of my compensation remained the same, I 
would obtain for my wages two chairs, or 
18 u day , but instead of their being four 
chairs, or$lC. available for the payment of 
other labor, there would be eight chairs, 
or $182, and thus the larger my product the 
larger my wages and the greater the pros- 
perity in the chair making industry. 


There Is not an ear of com ripening in 


6 western field that does not affect the 
price of bread to you and to me. The 
fa"mer who scatters seed on the ground 
by that act starts in motion the wheels of 
tho factory , he sharpens tho tools of the 
carpenter , he stimulates the construction 
of railroads; he causes the engineer to 
plan new bridges crossing torrents, new 
tunnels tinder rivers, new equals joining 
oceans and separating continents. 


If the farmer did not work, if tho 


miner did not dig in the subterranean gal- 
lury, every other department of industry 
would languish, for men would not pro- 
duce and create if they did not see in tha 
industry and activity of others a prospect 
of a demand for tho commodity which 
they produce; and so every man In the 
world is bound closely to the destiny and 
interests of his follow man. " 


Underlying the whole scheme of oivil- 


Ixation is the confidence men have in each 
other, confidence in thoir honesty, confi- 
dence in their industry, confidence in 
their future 
If we take a silver coinage 


tomorrow, if we evon debase our standard 
of value, men say that still you would 
have the samo property you have today. 
You would still have the same soil, you 
•would still havo the samo continent, it is 
true. But so did tho Indian have the 
same rh ors that roll past our cities and 
turn the wheels of commerce as they pass. 
So wore the mountains piled full of min- 
eral treasures four hundred years ago. 
Tho same atmosphere enwrnpt this conti- 
nent, tho same soil covered the fields, the 
samo sim shown in hoaven, and yet there 
was none but the savago pursuing the 
pathway of wur through the trackless for- 
est, and the river bore no single living 
thing except the Indian in his canoe, pur- 
suing a pathway ol destruction. There 
was no "industrial co-operation," because 
tho Indian was a savage and did not un- 
derstand the principles by which men aid 
one another in taking from the bosom of 
the earth the wealth which makes lite 
bearable auil develops the intelligence 
which makes civilization. 


Anything that attacks that basis of 


human confidence is a crime against civtl- 
i/ation and a blow against the founda- 
tions of social order. Now, the under- 
lying trouble with all Populists is that 
they have a fundamental misconception 
of tho principles on which civilized society 
is constructed.

Why Should Miners Have the Solt Bene- 


fit of Government Purchase*!? 


The following satirical communication 


from oneof America's greatest economists 
speaks for itself : 


"Cow 
money is older than any other 


kind of money 
Cows, sheep, asses and 


other cattle were money and did all the 
work of money for centuries 
Who de- 


monetized tho cow? It was a worse crime 
than tho act of 1873 There are only a. 
handful of silver miners; but only think 
of the number of farmers who have suf- 
fered because cows were demonetized1 
Why should not the farmers supply them- 
selves with all the legal tender cow money 
they want off their own pastures? 


It only needs a legal tender act and an 


issue of legal tender cow money payable 
ill kine. The ancient Persians were a great 
people before the Greeks conquered them, 
and it was the Greek coins that did away 
with the cow money. We might copy the 
Persian laws. They fixed the amount of 


ilia 
u ut it wnen a pnys- 


Ician attended a family he was entitled by 
law to make the following charges "He 
shall heal the priest for a holy blessing, 
he shall heal the lord of the, town for an 
ox of high value, he shall heal the lord of 
a borough for an ox of average value; 
he shall heal the master of ths house for 
an ox of low value; he shall heal the wife 
the lord of tho town for the value of a 
mare, he shall heal the wife of the master 
of a borough (m the value of a cow, he 
shall heal the wife of the master of a 
house for tho value of a she ass" The 
"cleanser" was called upon to cleanse a 
child for a lamb 


Cows and bulls circulated all over Asia 


and all through what Is now Europe, 
away up among the Parthlans and over 
among tho Gauls, even in Ireland. Asses 
were good money, and the asses carried 
the other goods that people traded in when 
they were trained to it 
Cows and bulls 


kept the money in circulation—plenty of it. 


Our farmers had better take this matter 


up and get Uncle Sam to stamp all the 
calves as well as the coins, Stump the. 
calves at a quarter of a oow. Stamp tho 
heifer at half a cow, and a 2-year-old beef 
critter as a full unit or standard of value 
good as gold. Certificates could be issued 
for the whole lot, and they would all be 
legal tondor. What a true money system 
that would he, to tie sure! Who wants 
any gold or silver when he can get oow 
money and ass money and whisky money 
for small change? 


Whisky can be easily divided into small 


parcels and certificates Issued. A half 
gill for a nickel, one gill for a dime, one 
lamb certificate for a dollar, one sheep cer- 
tificate for two dollars, one calf five dol- 
lars, a ouo-yoar-old ten dollars and a two- 
year-old beef critter twenty dollars—full 
standard unit of value 
Then the hens 


could come in to supply small change. 
Why not? A one-egg certificate in place 
of a cent. Would not that give the Popu- 
list farmers all they want—a kind of 
money, and all they want of it, bused on 
their own crops? Would not everything 
be lovely? The great farming interests of 
the country would be promoted. There 
would be a full and abundant supply of 
money. How much per capita? They say 
they want fifty dollars per head. How 
would certificates for two gallons of 
whisky a year, 100 eggs, five calves and 
two cows suit0 There would have to be 
ono ass per capita to carry the burden 
Such a supply would enable everybody to 
get all that kind of money that he wanted. 
There would be no more abuse of gold 
bugs or silver cranks, and we might have 
a rest from all our money troubles. 


The more this plan is considered the 


more I think it will be admired. Cow 
money is the oldest standard or unit of 
value that we know anything about. It 
was not until after the pestilent inven- 
tion of coinage that oow money was de- 
monetized 
That crime has never been 


traced to the wretches who committed it. 
We know that Senator Stewart and other 
members of the house and the senate com- 
mitted the crime of 1878 against silver, 
but the crime against cow money ought 
to bo brought into court and Its nefarious 
promoters placed at the bar of justice and 
put Into contempt for nil time to come.

sacrifice and labors of those men who 
stood by it in the hour of its peril. 


Any direct and avowed proposition to 


scale the pensions would invoke the dis- 
favor of the people, and the party advanc- 
ing such a proposal would be rebuked by a 
most decisive majority of the voters. The 
pensions are not now in danger from any 
avowed opposition to them, but in an indi- 
rect way they are seriously threatened 
Iho free coinage of silver, if it is adopted 
will result in the scaling of the pensions 
almost one-half. When the silver dollar 
with fifty-throe cents worth of bullion in 
it, comes to be the standard and measure 
of value, as must inevitably by the rasult 
under tho free coinage of silver, then the 
pensioner will be paid the same number 
of dollars, but the now dollars will be only 
about one-half the value to him of the old 
dollars which were exchangable for gold. 


Undor this change of standard there is 


no compensation to the pensioner for his 
loss. ID the world of trade the change of 
standard inherent in the system of "free 
coinage of silver is not so important inas- 
much as prices will be changed in all com- 
modities, and approximately fair compen- 
sations can be attained and no great in- 
justice be done. But the pensioner has 
nothing to advance in price. He is in the 
market with the new dollar undor the 
new system, and fluds all prices advanced 
and is able to buy with his pension only 
half as much as he could buy with that 
which was paid him in the old dollars. 


Thn only way in which he ocmld ha made. 


whole in the change of standard, would 
be by a general law increasing all pensions 
one hundred per cent. The prospect for 
the passage of such a law is very slender. 
The difficulty of passing new pension laws 
Involving even the slightest advance In 
pensions is well known. Honoe, the old 
soldier's prospects under the free coinage 
of silver are very dark, indeed; old and 
feeble men are able to keep soul and body 
together by the slender pensions they re- 
ceive under the present standard. Want 
and suffering are inevitable under a 
change which reduces th» purchasing 
power of their pensions. Surely patriotic 
men will hesitate and refuse to vote for a 
change which involves such burdens to the 
helpless and deserving pensioners.

This sage advice of Mr, Welter's found 


frequent corroboration In the views of 
criminal lawyers in town up to a very few 
years ago. There wero 20, and even 10, 
years iigo more criminal lawyers than then 
are today, and the emoluments nnd fees o: 
criminal lawyers wero materially larger in 
the 01 dinary run of cases than now. As a 
consequence, cases were more often defend- 
ed thim they are now and pleas of guilty 
were much rarer. Then the alibi witness 
was H necessary though usually unwel 
como part of the machinery of defense in 
criminal cases. There is In criminal pro 
cedure no better defense than an alibi i 
sustained. Alibi witnesses wero therefore 
very much in demand until juries began 
to mistrust them and the penalties for thi 
crime of perjury ware visited upon some o 
the delinquents, 


For a considerable time the mendaclou 


and subsidized testimony of professlona 
alibi witnesses obtained credence from 
jurors, and some of these witnesses, tc 
quoto their own language, "made a good 
thing oat of it." Juries in criminal cases 
are usually sympathetic where no outsid 
pressure is brought upon them, and it 
the part of the charge of every judge in 
criminal case to inform the jury that th 
prisoner at the bar is entitled to every rea 
sonable doubt. If, therefore, any uncertain 
ty existed on the point whether or not th 
prisoner was actually present at the tlm 
and place of the alleged crime, he wns en 
titled to the benefit of it. But little by lit 
tie the prosecuting officers became ac 
quolnted with the identity and records o 
the prolvssional alibi witnesses. One 
two were prosecuted. 
Others were scam 


off. 
The commercial value of the services 


of the others was decreased, and finally th 
whole nefarious business was abandoned 
never Binoe to berevived.—New York Sun

It 
is as if in walking down a dark alley they 
lost then- way. Suddenly a little light is 
seen flashing through a keyhole. In a mo- 
ment they find themselves In a room full 
of sunshine and happy little children, In 
this magical room, furnished by Eugene 
Field's imagination, Santa Claus, the good 
Fairy Godmothers, Fairyland and the Land 
of Nod are real persons and places. Like 
Edmund Spencor or Sir Walter Scott, Eu- 
gone Field lived in an atmosphere of en- 
chantment and more than half believed 
in witches and hobgoblins. Odd as it may 
seem, to Che end of his life he was afraid 
to enter a dork room alone <and disliked 
being left alone. 
Under ordinary circum-
